We were royally c.ter- 
tained in the home of Brother and 
Sister Wright. We also greatly en- 
joyed the convention itself which 
was a blessing to us spiritually as 
well as physically.

The righteous are 
rewarded in a measure, at least 
one thousand years before, but 
the wicked of the same period do 
not receive their final judgment 
and punishment until the great 
white throne judgment as is. evi- 
denced by V. 41. Compare Rev. 20: 
11-15, as the lake of fire is not in 
existence until after the great 
white throne judgment.

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CHURCH GOVERNMENT, Its Uses and Abuses 


Introduction: If Jesus Christ 
built the church, and it is the 
Church of God over which He is 
Head, and it is God’s workman- 
ship, created in Christ Jesus, Eph. 
2:10, which is therefore built by 
God, Heb. 3:4; we should find the 
church a divine institution and 
that government was set in the 
church by divine process and or- 
der. Government, therefore, should 
be divinely instituted and divine- 
ly administered. With this thought 
in mind let us proceed to find the 
logical order and divine process by 
which it was originated. If it be 
set in the church by God, we are 
out of order without it, and to op- 
pose or to reject it is therefore to 
reject the counsel of God. 


THE DIVINE ORIGIN 


“Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained 
you,” John 15:16. The word used 
here for “ordain” is not the same 
word as used in Acts 16:4. There it 
is derived from ‘‘krino,” to judge 
or render an opinion. Here it is de- 
rived from “etheeka,” which is in 
the first person singular of first 
aorist indicative active, which 
comes from “titheemi,’” which 
means to place, to set, and signi- 
fies that the apostles derived their 
authority and power from the Lord 
Himself. This is in harmony with 
and an exact copy of 1 Cor. 12:28 
where it is stated that “God set’ 
in the church apostles, prophets, 
teachers, governments, etc. There 
the word used for “set” is “‘etheto’’ 
and comes from “titheemi,”’ which 
is the same word used by our Lord 
for ‘ordain,’ consequently ‘“‘or- 
dain” as used in John 15:16 and 1 
Cor. 12:28 is the sovereign act of 
God in originating church officers 
of authority and government. Con- 
cerning these and other offices of 
regal dominion St. Paul has said 
the following: “Let every soul be 
subject unto the higher powers, 
for there is no power but of God. 
the powers that be are ordained of 
God. Whosoever therefore resist- 
eth the power resisteth the or- 
dinance of God; and they that re- 
sist shall receive to themselves 
damnation,” Rom. 13:1, 2. 


THE DIVINE ORDER 


It was Christ who said, “Upon 
this rock I will build my church,” 
Matt. 16:18. Christ claims it as His 
own. The apostle puts it, “Now ye 
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are the body of Christ and mem- 
bers in particular,” 1 Cor. 12:27. It 
was Jesus Christ “who gave him- 
self’ for the church, Eph. 5:25. 
“The bread that I give is my flesh, 
which I will give for the life of the 
world,” John 6:51. The price paia 
was that of His blood, Acts 20:28. 
“And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself and be- 
came obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him, 
and given him a name that is 
above every name,” Phil. 2:8, 9. 
“And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave him to be the head 
over all things to the church, 
which is his body, the fulness of 
him that filleth all in all,” Eph. 1: 
22:23; Eph. 4:15. Christ the exalt- 
ed Head is therefore seen actively 
engaged in bestowing upon and 
setting within the church certain 
gifted leaders and teachers as are 
mentioned in 1 Cor. 12:28; Eph. 
4:11, for her edification within and 
powerful witness without. 


THE ORDER OF PROCEDURE 


1. Apostles, to witness to the 
fact and power of Christ’s resur- 
rection. John 15:16; 1 Cor. 12:28; 
Eph. 4:11; Acts 1:8, 22. 

2. Prophets. These to lead the 
way into inspired truth and _ to 
stir the emotion of the church as 
well as to edify, exhort, and com- 
fort. 1 Cor. 14:2. 

3. Teachers. These to harmon- 
ize the voice of the prophets and 
to edify the church by proving the 
reasonableness of that which had 
been prophesied, and its relation- 
ship to the promises of God. 

These three definite ranks of 
ministry were possibly found in 
the same person, or especially the 
apostles. Thru these offices the 
best form of divine government 
and discipline was to be found. 
However, a more dogmatic form 
was provided for as mentioned in 
previous articles, as outlined in 
Acts 13:1-4; 15:2-31; 16:4, 5. The 
divine principle of government is 
not only to satisfy “us” but it must 
“seem good to the Holy Ghost,” 
Acts 15:28. There is no provision 
for man to lord it over Ged’s heri- 
tage, 1 Peter 5:3. The purpose of 
all New Testament ministries was 
that they “might bring forth fruit,” 


John 15:2, 16. When government 
is used unto destruction, it is miss- 
ing the divine mark and purpose 
for which it was ordained. 


THE LORD ADDED UNTO TE 
CHURCH 

Resulting from Peter’s message 
on the day of Pentecost, “There 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls,’”’ Acts 2:41, and 
“the Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be _ saved,” 
Acts 2:47. The Greek word for 
“added” is “prostitheemi,” which 
means to put to, to add, super-add, 
adjoin. Matt. 6:27, 33; Luke 3.20; 
Acts 2:41, 47. In John 15:16; 1 
Cor. 12:28; Eph. 4:11 we have a 
definite order of rank and proce- 
dure, first apostles, etc. It was the 
result of the message of the Apos- 
tle Peter that there were “added 
unto them three thousand souls.” 
The formation of the church was 
by addition of rank to rank. 

There was also another thing 
which we should carefully notice 
and that is there were also ‘“ad- 
ded”’ unto the church. In such a 
transaction they were by divine 
appointment and authority com- 
mended unto the watchcare of the 
church, as well as enjoined unto it 
with all its rank of ministerial au- 
thority. The apostles by divine 
right of their appointed position 
and rank were thereby placed over 
the entire membership of the 
church. Those who were “added 
unto the church” were added unto 
all its ministerial offices and gov- 
ernment, therefore, we are com- 
manded in Heb. 13:7 to “remem- 
ber them which have the rule over 
you, who have spoken unto you 
the word of God, whose faith fol- 
low, considering the end of their 
conversation.” Those who had 
spoken unto them the Word of 
God automatically by divine ap- 
pointment had “rule” over their 
converts. The Greek.word used 
for “rule” comes from “hagemon” 
which is derived from “ago,” to 
lead, and means ,as mentioned in 
a previous writing, (1) “a guide to 
show the way,” generally used of 
one who does a thing first. (2) 
The leader of an army, a captain, 
chief; also used for governor. Matt. 
2:6; Matt. 27:2, 12. The apostles 
were the first divinely inspired 
ministers of the New Testament 
church and as such they were first 
to find the way of truth, therefore 
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our “hagemon,” leaders or rulers. 
They were divinely appointed. 
John 15:16; 1 Cor. 12:28, Eph. 4: 
) 

We are commanded not only to 
follow their faith, but also to 
“consider the end of their conver- 
sation.” The laity of the church is 
not independent of the ministers, 
or divinely appointed leaders who 
have spoken unto us the Word of 
God. Such can point to converts as 
a result of their labors, and say 
“Are not ye my work in the 
Lord?” 1 Cor, 9:1. “For the seal of 
mine apostleship are ye in the 
Lord,” V. 2. “For in Christ Jesus 
have I begotten you through the 
gospel,” 1 Cor. 4:15. 


ELDERS RULE 


In 1 Tim. 5:17 we are command- 
ed, “Let the elders that rule well 
be counted worthy of double hon- 
or, especially they who labor in 
word and in doctrine.” The word 
used here for “rule” is not “hage- 
mon,” as used elsewhere. Here it 
comes from “proestoles,”’ which is 
derived from “proerchomai,”

which means to precede, go before 
any one, Luke 22:47; to precede 
in time, be a forerunner or precur- 
sor, Luke 1:17; to travel in ad- 
vance of any one, precede, Acts 
20:5, 18; 2 Cor. 9:5. The definition 
refers to their earlier training or 
being first qualfied to rule. It will 
be readily seen that the apostles 
were also elders. 1 Peter 5:1, 3; 
John 1:1, also 3 John 1:1. 1 Tim. 
5:17 does not only point out the 
right of the elders to rule, but in 
1 Peter 5:5 the younger is com- 
manded to “submit yourselves un- 
to the elder.”” This then is the di- 
vine order. 

In the light of 1 Tim. 5:17 the 
“work” of the elder is particularly 
defined as one who labors im 
“word and in doctrine.” It is evi- 
dently their duty to point out the 
word of truth to the people, that 
they may walk in truth. 3 John 1: 
4. Also upon them the responsibil- 
ity rested of teaching, or doctrine. 
It was evidently their duty to inter- 
pret what was or was not the 
voice of inspired truth.

THE OPEN DOOR

Doors! Are they not an interest- 
ing subject? There are so many 
kinds of doors—big doors, little 
doors, heavy wooden doors that 
swing on great iron hinges, and 
doors of glass so frail yet attrac- 
tive. As we enter a bank and look 
thru the teller’s window we notice 
the big doors to the safe. We are 
impressed with their massive con- 
struction which means protection 
to such valuable property. Yes, 
doors are common.They may seem 
almost too common a thing to 
write about, but very often the 
most common things are the most 
interesting and by thinking of 
them we are led on and on in our 
thoughts. 

As I was thinking about doors 
so many things associated them- 
selves with the subject. Just why 
do we have doors? Where do they 
lead? A door provides an entrance 
or a means of gaining entrance to 
something within. 

Surely the door to our home has 
a big place in our hearts. It is an 
open door—a door of welcome. 
Within is such love that we can al- 
most fee] the door itself welcoming 
us to enter. Indeed the door to 
home never looks more inviting 
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until one has been away for a time 
and then comes home again. But 
what a sadness and what a differ- 
ent picture is brought before our 
eyes as we think of doors leading 
to some places. These doors may 
seem beautiful, bright and attrac- 
tive, especially to young people. 
Before them they seem _ to see 
pleasure welcoming them, and by 
entering they expect to fulfill the 
desire of their life—a good time 
and pleasure, satisfaction of life. 
They enter the door. Fernaps it’s 
the door to the movies, or one that 
lures them to the dance hall, pool 
room, bowling alley, and into sin 
and wickedness. Oh what a de- 
struction and wasted life is theirs 
because of the choice of the door. 

But listen! I hear the words, “I 
am the door: by me if any man en- 
ter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture.” 
What door gives entrance to such 
peace, such rest and joy? Only Je- 
sus Himself can give it. He said 
those words, “I am the door.” Tru- 
ly there is no other way to enter 
into the beauty and peace of the 
pasture where the living waters 
flow and where there’'is joy and 
peace forevermore. If we would 
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have everlasting life with heaven 
as our home and God as our Fa- 
ther, we must enter by the door— 
Jesus Christ. He stands open, ever 
ready to receive us. He longs for 
us to enter. His love is reaching 
out and inviting, yea, urging us to 
enter and accept Him as the door 
to unspeakable joy. Will we ac- 
cept? 


In John 10 Jesus gives such a 
beautiful discourse on the door of 
the sheepfold. In the land of Pales- 
tine great flocks of sheep are shel- 
tered in folds or large palisaded en- 
closures. These high walls keep 
out the wolves and any other 
harmful beasts or robbers. A door 
provides entrance to the sheepfold. 
A doorkeeper or porter guards the 
door and no one may enter but the 
shepherd. His voice is familiar to 
the porter and at the sound of it 
entrance is granted. But at times 
thieves and robbers try to climb 
over the wall to get in some way 
other than by the door. All who 
gain entrance any other way but 
by the door are such men, so from 
this Jesus clearly shows that there 
is no other way to gain entrance 
and gain it the right way but by 
entering the door. Alas for those 
who are trying to gain peace, rest, 
quiet, pasture, and everlasting life 
in heaven by ways other than that. 
They are but thieves and robbers. 
Good moral life, good works, giv- 
ing to the poor, and church mem- 
bership and ordinances will never 
gain them entrance to heaven. Je- 
sus is the door thru. whom they 
must enter; they must first accept 
Him. Church membership and or- 
dinances, a good moral life and 
cheerful giving, together with oth- 
er good works, will follow as they 
walk daily in the Christian life. 


Jesus did not stop with the door 
of the sheepfold when giving His 
discourse. He went on to speak 
more of the sheep and their shep- 
herd. Many times in the Bible we 
as Christ’s followers are compared 
to sheep having Jesus as our shep- 
herd. Indeed it is a beautiful pic- 
ture and a beautiful comparison. 
Sheep are peaceful and_ gentle. 
They have all confidence in their 
shepherd and they know His voice 
when He calls them. The shepherd 
in turn knows his sheep by name 
and leads them out if any danger 
comes to the flock. The shepherd 
will risk his life or even give his 
life, if it becomes necessary, to 
save the life of a sheep. He loves 
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them and is willing to give his 
life for them. 

We as Christians—either sheep 
or lambs in the fold of Christ (the 
Church of God)—should be as 
peaceful, as gentle, and as confi- 
dent in Jesus our Shepherd, so 
that we will be willing to he led 
wherever He desires to iead_ us. 
Jesus says, “I am the good shep- 
herd; the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep.” Jesus gave His 
life for us. He did it to purchase 
our salvation and to make it pos- 
sible for us to be saved. However, 
He cannot give salvation to us un- 
til we are willing to accept Him as 
our Shepherd. Jesus also says in 
the same chapter of John, 14th 
verse, that He knows His sheep by 
name and is known of them. None 
are too insignificant in the sight of 
Christ. 

Sometimes the wolves attack 
the flock and if the shepherd is a 
true one who loves his sheep, he 
will attempt to save them from the 
wolves, but a_hireling—one who 
works for wages only and has no 
love for the sheep—will flee when 
the wolves come. Wolves are fre- 
quently trying to attack Christ’s 
flock. They may be false prophets, 
and bearers of false doctrines, but 
if each sheep in the flock would 
stay close in the path when the 
shepherd leads and not wander 
away where the wolves could 
snatch them and devour them, no 
harm would befall the flock. This 
promise Christ gave, ‘My sheep 
hear my voice, and I know them, 
and they follow me: and I give un- 
to them eternal life; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hands.” Jno. 


10:27, 28. In the Twenty-third 
Psalm David so beautifully _ pic- 
tures the Lord as our Shepherd 


who supplies all our needs and pro- 
tects from danger. 

At one time when Jesus was 
speaking to the murmuring and 
faultfinding Pharisees, He told of a 
man who had one hundred sheep 
one of which was lost. This man 
was eager to find that lost sheep. 
He loved it; it belonged to his 
flock. He left the ninety-nine and 
went out into the mountain to find 
the lost one. There he found it and 
oh, what rejoicing was his for the 
lost was found. Jesus our Shepherd 
knows when some of His sheep 
are going astray and He seeks 
them. When He finds one it brings 
joy, for there is “joy in heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth.”

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CUIDAD DE GUATEMALA, 
Guatemala, Central America, 
June 2, 1934 


Dear Evangel readers: You will 
see by this that I have arrived in 
Central America, but before going 
further I would like to give a brief 
account of the last leg of the jour- 
ney thru the Republic of Mexico. 
It was 2,976 miles to the Guate- 
malan frontier and we _ traversed 
fifteen Mexican states, including 
the Federal District. After leaving 
Mazatlan on the’Pacific coast, | 
did not make any other stops ex- 
cept where necessary to make con- 
nection, etc. During the nine-hour 
stop in Mexico City I had planned a 
meeting with the Hon. Josephus 
Daniels, “my old boss,’ under 
whom I served while he was secre- 
tary of the navy, during the Mexi- 
can trouble here in 1913-14, but he 
had left for his old home in N. Ca- 
rolina from where he was to join 
President Roosevelt in a review of 
the Battleship Fleet on its arrival 
in New York from California. Col- 
onel Daniels is the United States 
Ambassador (the highest ranking 
official) to Mexico, and has offer- 
ed the services of his good office 
in interest of my mission work 
there, but informed me lately by 
letter that he could render no help 
under the existing laws. 


Mexico is one of the _ richest 
countries in the world in natural 
resources and I dare say 100,000,- 
000 people could be better support- 
ed than the present population of 
around 16,000,000, if they only had 
the finance and initiativeness to go 
forward, and oh, what a ripe field 
for mission work, but the forces of 
the Antichrist have just about got- 
ten full control there, making mis- 
sion work slow and difficult. After 
viewing the superstitious, idola- 
trous practices which have been 
carried on here for centuries by 
men in the name of God or instead 
of God, and with hundreds of hun- 
gry, ragged people starving for 
both natural and _ spiritual food, 
spiritually dead and dying slowly 
from the effects of under-nourish- 
ment for the body, as they sit and 
trade, traffic and beg right in the 


shadows of those great shrines, 
awaiting the tragic end, and while 
within could be heard the rustle 
of silken robes as_ these asserted 
vicars of Christ went thru their 
strange rites and ceremonies be- 
fore gold bedecked altars, some uf 
them a hundred feet or so_ high, 
with great numbers of useless 
images on every hand, and adding 
to the already sickening scene was 
the smell of burning incense waft- 
ed upon the breeze, it seemed to 
me as though God was afar off for 
a cold strange feeling crept over 
me and I felt like crying out and 
denouncing the whole works in 
the name of God, but then, after 
I think further, we cannot win peo- 
ple over to God by telling them 


what a lot of hypocrites and idol- 


ators they are. 

There are thousands of people 
naked and hungry in Mexico, espe- 
cially is this true in the southern 
part of the republic, and I do not 
say this by way of criticism but 
that our people may better appre- 
ciate their own living conditions 
and feel their greater responsibil- 
ity toward these other precious 
people, for although the Mexican 
government is “sick on religion” 
(and perhaps justly so in some 
measure), it is trying to help its 
people in every way it can, but be- 
ing poor in finance and with the 
Mexican dollar (peso) worth only 
about twenty-seven cents in the 
money markets of the world, quite 
a problem is before them and they 
are fit subjects for our prayers. 

To give you just a slight idea of 
how desperate the people are in the 
south, hundreds of them stampede 
the railway stations like cattle, at 
train time, until the passengers 
can scarcely get on or off. Dozens 
of them, consisting largely of the 
halt, maimed and blind, rush past 
the soldier guards and board the 
train selling fruit, lunch, etc., and 
begging for a few pennies to keep 
soul and body together. They block 
around the tables in the restau- 
rants begging for even a crumb of 
bread. Hungry dogs board the 
train sniffing about in search of a 
bone or a bite of something to eat. 
It is a difficult problem to get them 
off. Some leap from the car win- 
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dows as the train moves out of the 
station. On the night run from 
Mexico City to Vera Cruz one lady 
across the aisle from me was snor- 
ing away while one of*these stray 
dogs was helping himself to the 
contents of her basket beneath the 
seat. I took charge of this one 
along with another, and put the 
two of them off. On arrival at Vera 
Cruz I picked up a paper and read 
where an epidemic of hydrophobia 
was raging and 380 people had 
been bitten by mad-dogs. You can 
be sure I steered clear of dogs after 
that. 

Vera Cruz is a city ot some 70.- 
000 people, and is a wicked seaport 
town. They have a fairly modern 
street car and bus system, and 
good rail service. They also have 
one of the finest railroad stations 
in the republic (most of them are 
poor excuses, even in Mexico City). 
also some very fine government 
buildings, but the city in general 
is very old, dating back over a pe- 
riod of four hundred years and 
presents a _ fallen-down aspect. 
From there on to the Suchiate 
river, which forms the boundary 
line between Mexico and Guate- 
mala, C. A., things looked more 
prosperous and less poverty was in 
evidence. People were busy mar- 
keting their products loading them 
in cars—bananas, coconuts, pine- 
apples, cacaos (beans or nuts from 
the cacao tree from which choco- 
late is made), and coffee were the 
principal products. We _ passed 
through some very fine farming 
and grazing lands on the divide 
crossing the isthumus. Arriving at 
the frontier the train was late, got 
in at 9:30 p.m. The river was 
flooded and the improvised affair 
called “the bridge” had gone out, 
so I spent the night there and got 
one of the natives to ferry me 
across in a small boat. I had some 
difficulty getting out of Mexico as 
I was traveling on a “tarjet tur- 
ista” tourist card form No. 11 and 
they did not want to pass me out 
on it. The Guatemalan officials did 
not want to admit me to the coun- 
try because I did not have on my 
person the amount of money pre- 
scribed by law, but by having a let- 
ter from the president they made 
extra concession in my favor. One 
night was spent here in the town 
of Ayutla. 

The Trip to Guatemala City 

We left Ayutla at 5:40 a. m. for 
the 177 mile trip to Guatemala, the 
national capital. We soon left the 
torrid zone behind with its banana 
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plantations. As we reached the 
higher levels we ran into pineap- 
ple and coffee plantations, citrus 
fruits, oranges, etc., then in the 
more temperate zone the decid- 
uous fruits and vegetables. They 
have very fine peaches, pears, etc. 
ripe here in advance of our Califor- 
nia fruits of the same _ variety. 
Much farming and grazing lands 
unfolded to view. Many beautiful 
mountain streams were crossed, 
many fields of maize or Indian 
corn could be seen along the right- 
of-way. Some of the most beauti- 
ful country I have ever seen was 
passed thru just before we reach- 
ed the capital. A large hydroelec- 
tric plant was sighted on the river, 
which supplied light and power for 
the city. The city is built on the 
5,000 foot level and has a very 
healthful climate, temperate all 
the year. An overcoat feels good 
here at night as it is quite cool, to 
my surprise, since it is so far 
south; but then it is the elevation 
which accounts for the fine weath- 
er. There are many mountains ris- 
ing to great height above us, yet 
with green valleys spread out 
about. 

The republic is only about the 
size of Louisiana State and has 
twenty-eight volcanos ranging in 
height from around 4,000 feet to 
14,000. Twelve of them are over 
10,000 feet high, the tops of which 
are hidden by clouds most of the 
time. When in eruption some of 
the volcanos spout water which 
runs down the mountain sides in 
rivers, with much loss of life and 
property at times. Some of them 
spout out only fire and smoke and 
molten lava. Many lives have been 
lost as a result. One mountain 
throws out fire which is followed 
by floods of scalding water; an- 
other pours out sulphur (brim- 
stone). The natives gather it to 
sell when the eruption ceases. 

Well, I must close as this is get- 
ting too long. Will write some more 
later. To say the least, the trip was 
fine and very interesting. Soldier 
guards rode on the train all the 
way. They patrolled the platform 
and guarded the passengers, mail, 
and baggage on and off the train. 
I met a merchant traveling with 
his wife and baby, to the capital. 
He took me to the hotel and paid 
my lodging. The first thing I no- 
ticed was a plaque made of wood 
with gold-stamped letters setting 
forth the Marshall Field & Com- 
pany idea of the right course to 
pursue in going on to perfection. 
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I feel like I might profit some by 
observing these rules more ciosely 
myself, and if it is worth anything 
to you, here goes: 

“To do the right thing at the 
right time in the right way; 

To do some things better than 
they were ever done before; 

To eliminate errors; 

To know both sides of a ques- 
tion; 

To be courteous; 

To be an example; 

To work for love of the work; 

To anticipate requirements; 

To develop resources; 

To recognize no impediments; 

To master circumstances; 

To be satisfied with nothing 
short of perfection.”—Your broth- 
er and servant in the Lord, J. H.

He was with the Father in the be- 
ginning and took part in the crea- 
tion of the world and He also re- 
deemed it, paying the full price 
with His own blood. He has pur- 
chased a tost world and obtained 
the title deed to this planet. Now 
He stands with His title deed and 
in the middle of the tribulation the 
angel will stand with one foot on 
the land and the other on the sea, 
and cry with a loud voice as when 
a lion roareth. Jesus is spoken of 
as the lion of the tribe of Judah, 
and here God will give Him the 
answer to His prayers and _ the 
heathen for His inheritance and 
the uttermost parts of the earth 
for His possession. 

What wonderful strength and 
meaning is added to these wonder- 
ful words, “Ask of me,’ when we 
remember it is the Father’s_re- 
quest to His only Son, our Sav- 
ior, that He should ask of Him and 
with what confidence may we 
draw nigh in His name asking al- 
so that the Lord will soon give to 
Him all nations of the world for 
an inheritance even the uttermost 
parts of the earth. The most dis- 
tant remote islands and the lost 
tribes that are fartherest removed 
from the centers of civilization 
shall be given into His possession. 

Of course we understand that at 
the coming of Jesus to reign a 
thousand years and atthe king- 
dom judgment He will separate the 
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nations one from anotherasashep- 
herd divideth the sheep from the 
goats. This judgment is a judg- 
ment of nations and not individ- 
uals. 2 Cor. 5:10, “For we must all 
appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ.” This refers to the 
judgment after the rapture and 
resurrection of those that are 
Christ’s at His coming. 1 Cor. 15: 
20-25. It is plain from many scrip- 
tures that there will be a reward 
after the resurrection. Luke 14:14 
says that we shall be rewarded at 
the resurrection of the just. Paul 
said, “I have fought a good fight, 
I have kept the faith; henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness ,and not to me only, 
but for all them also who love His 
appearing,” 2 Tim. 4:7, 8. Many 
scriptures prove that there will be 
a judgment of rewards. At the 
judgment referred to in Matt. 25, 
there is no resurrection but the 
gathering of the nations together 
before Christ’s literal visible 
throne. The saints have been rap- 
tured and also have been in the 
heavens with the Lord, and He 
brings them with Him to earth to 
take possession of all the nations 
that He has purchased with His 
own blood. 

Zech. 14:4-6, “And his feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, which is before Jerusa- 
lem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst 
therefore toward the east and 
toward the west.” This is a des- 
cription of the coming of Christ, 
Rev. 19:11-16, and after He des- 
cends all nations will be gathered 
in this valley of judgment. This, as 
I have said, is a judgment of na- 
tions and not individuals, and the 
goat nations will be sent away in- 
to everlasting punishment, but 
the righteous into life eternal. This 
word used here, “life eternal,” re- 
fers to the millennium that the 
sheep nations merited by their at- 
titude toward Christian religion, 
and the kindness to His brethren 
the Jews. I think the 144,000 Jews 
here are in question as they are 
kept alive during the tribulation 
week by God’s protecting powers 
and these nations gave them food, 
water, and clothes. 

It is the duty of the church at 
this special time to work among 
these nations, making Christians 
of them if possible, and in fact, if 
we want to hasten the coming of 
Jesus, we should do our best to 
send the gospel to every nation. 
The secret of great success in 
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these days lies in understanding 
the will of the Lord for this dis- 
pensation and co-operating with 
Him for the accomplishment of His 
plans to reach the last tribe with 
the gospel message, for He has 
said, “Then shall the end come, 
and after that will I return.” Matt. 
44:14; Acts 15:16. 

The nations that are taking 
counsel against Christ and His 
anointed are sure to be subdued 
and many of them destroyed by 
eternal punishment. Their attitude 
toward the Jews today is a sure 
sign of His near return. The naked 
truth is, never before in our tragic 
history has the Jewish people faced 
such a fight for existence on all 
fronts. They are being hounded 
and whipped and in some nations 
their property -confiscated. We 
think this is God’s plan to drive 
them back to their homeland, but 
it will be awful for those nations 
who have taken a part in _perse- 
cuting the Jews. 

Some have said lately that 
God’s people, the descendants of 
Abraham, are an insurance policy 
for safety and for security for the 
millions of inhabitants of earth. It 
truly is more than that. At this 
crisis when the scenes are bleak 
and unpleasant everywhere there 
is one country that provides us 
with a ray of hope and that is our 
cradle-land, Palestine. Palestine is 
small but it is rich in memories 
and great ideals. It is one encour- 
aging factor in the Jewish exis- 
tence. Without Palestine the Jew’s 
position in the world today would 
be much worse than at any time 
in their history. It is indeed their 
only hope and by their own scrip- 
tures they should have known it 
long ago. The day is near at hand 
when the Lord will say, ‘““Thy peo- 
ple also shall be all righteous: 
they shall inherit the land forever, 
the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified,” Isa. 60:21. On the other 
hand, the Gentile nations are rag- 
ing and setting themselves against 
the Lord and against His Christ. 
There are many perils confronting 
the true believer of Christ today. 
The two outstanding signs point- 
ing to the approaching end of the 
age—the opposition of the world 
to the church, God’s New Testa- 
ment people, and the. growing 
world antagonism toward the Jew, 
God’s Old Testament people. Com- 
munism is the avowed enemy of 
all Christian religion and they are 
increasing in number and setting 
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themselves against the Lord and 
His Christ. There are many things 
that should be seriously consider- 
ed right at this time, and prayer 
should be made by all Christians 
for God’s protecting power. 

One of the perils that is con- 
fronting all Christian _ believ- 
ers in America today is the cry 
coming from the modernists, Tax 
the churches. The modernists are 
the most dangerous enemies of 
heartfelt religion that is in exis- 
tence today. The world has stood 
aghast at the speed in which Hit- 
ler has whipped the churches of 
Germany into line with the Nazi 
program, making both Catholic 
and Protestant a part of his state 
machine, limiting the speech of 
ministers, dismissing those not 
sympathizing, disbanding some re- 
ligious organizations altogether. 

If we are not mistaken we are 
going to see some startling devel- 
opments before long. The modern- 
ists are in the saddle in the Feder- 
al Council of Churches and a time 
country-wide program is on thru 
papers, magazines, and broadcast- 
ings, to force a church union un- 
der a_ theological creed broad 
enough to include all who call 
themselves Christians. Great stress 
is being made upon the cost of re- 
ligion for the sake of public econ- 
omy. Many struggling churches 
who they claim are being kept up 
by the masses of believers’ in 
Christ should be forced out of ex- 
istence or made to join with those 
who have adequate equipment v0 
handle the needs of the commun- 
ity; furthermore the attention of 
the unchurched is called to the 
fact that they are unjustly being 
called upon to pay the cost of the 
churches in which they are not 
members because the churches are 
tax-free. Those who have suddenly 
become concerned about this are 
prominent modernists. This is a 
dead shot to old-time, heart-felt 
religion. 

I am writing this to appeal to 
the lovers of truth; it is time for 
us to call on God for help. Think 
of the great structures of marble 
and brick and beautiful stained 
windows, organs and chimes, paid 
singers, and religious educators 
from whom no one under heaven 
can get a satisfying meal for his 
soul, yet those are the ones with 
wealthy and fashionable members 
who are able to pay taxes, while 
the humble, consecrated lovers of 
heartfelt religion are most of them 
laborers arid taxes would be a 
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great burden to them. But it is the 
modernists who are making this 
cry and they have a purpose in 
this. I am sure their purpose is to 
force the entire religious world to 
conform to their ceremonies and 
rituals and the most of them have 
left off the deeper truths of God. 
The truth about the business is, 
they pray little over the salvation 
of men, they know but little about 
the deep pungent conviction that 
used to be seen in every church 
and nation. Many used to get con- 
victed of their sins, make restitu- 
tions and confessions, live honest- 
ly, and desire to be right with God, 
but they say that is not necessary 
today. Thousands are taken into 
churches that do not know God to 
begin with; they have never been 
born again. Many ministers today 
who do not profess to be modern- 
ists do not want a sin-killing relig- 
ion, they want something sooth- 
ing; but give me that old-time re- 
ligion which means something, 
changes the life. 

The following are some of the 
returns from a questionnaire to 
500 Protestant ministers by the 
Northwestern University School of 
Education: “60% denied the dcc- 
trine of future retribution; 54% 
denied the reality of the devil; oniy 
48% said they would preach to 
junior high school students’ that 
there was a day of judgment; 41% 
doubted the existence of heaven, 
and recommended that it be elimi- 
nated from church instruction; 
74% did not believe that God has 
any way of recording individual 
sins.” This proves beyond a doubt 
that the enemy is certainly cool- 
ing off the righteous fervor of 
thousands of professed Christians.

TEXT: 2 Chron, 15:1-12—MEMORY VERSE: Heb. 13:6b. 


TIME: Asa ruled about 917-876 B. C. 


PLACES: Jerusalem and the land of Judah and Benjamin. 
GOLDEN TEXT: The Lord is my helper, and I will not fear what man shall 


do unto me.—Heb. 13:6.

success, 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE PROPHECY OF AZARIAH 

V.1. “And the Spirit of God came up- 
on Azariah, the son of Oded.” The literal 
Hebrew reads “was upon” as also in 
Chap. 22:14 and Chap. 24:20. Zechariah 
was said to be ciothed with the Spirit, 
the equivalent of the Greek word “enduv” 
in Luke 24:49. 

Vv. 2. “And he went out to meet Asa.” 
As he returned from his great victory 
over Zerah. The propnet was the leader 
and teacner, therefore it was in order for 
him to speak a word at a fit season or 
Oppo. tue ume when words would be the 
most appropriate and carry the deepest 
Meaning, “And said unto him, Hear ye 
me, Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin.” 
Religious instructions belong to kings, 
and cheir peopie also, There was no hesi- 
lancy on the part of Azariah to deliver 
God’s message. “Tke Lord is with you, 
whiie ye be with him.” Asa had just won 
a great victory thru prayer and trusting 
God. The prophet sought to advise that 
it Was the inclination of his heart toward 
Jehovah that had wrought the victory 
upon his enemies. If we are to have God’s 
presence with us our affections must ve 
set upon Him, Coil. 3:1, 2. “And if ye seek 
him, he will be found of you.” The saint 
of God has during all centuries of the pasi 
found that this statement is infallibly 
correct to those who seek Him  whole- 
heartedly. “But if ye forsake him, he will 
forsade you.” Perhaps taken from Deut. 
4:29; see also 1 Chron. 28:9; chap. 24: 
2u; Jer. 29:11, 14. Our conduct must be 
goveined by obedience unto God if we de- 
sire His presence. 

THE APOSTASY DEFINED 

Vv. 3. “Now for a long season Israel 
hath been without the true God.” In the 
third quarter last year we studied some 
of the backsliding and apostasy of Isra- 
el at different times as well as their de- 
liverance under the judges and certain 
other chosen leaders. Israel oftentimes 
strayed away from Jehovah into divers 
sins, idolatry, and worshiping of idols. 
“And without a teaching priest, and 
without law.” The absence of the priest 
to teach the law while Israel had strayed 
from Jehovah necessarily resulted in 
their being without the torah or the law. 

Narratives of the invasion, 


and servitude of Israel under Mesopo- 
tamiam, Moabitish, Canaanitish, Midianit- 
itish strife and bondage are times partic- 
ularly mentioned when the priests and 
law were absent in Israel. 


Vv. 4. “But when they in their trouble 
did turn unto the Lord God of Israel, and 
sought him.” This is the true history con- 
cerning Israel time and again, In times 
of war and famine mankind find them- 
selves to be but men. Sometimes sickness, 
or loss of property, drives men to God. 
“He was found of them.” The judges who 
delivered Israel during her times of 
troubles ‘along with others of her kings, 
were prominent, God-hearing, and God- 
seeking men. This verse is in harmony 
with the New Testament promise of seek 
and ye shall find. 


V. 5. “And in those times.” That is, 
times of distress just mentioned. “There 
Was No peace to him that went out, nor 
to him that came in.” A proverb referring 
to Judges 5:6. They were neither safe at 
home or abroad. “But great vexations 
were upon all the inhabitants of the coun. 
tries.” That is, the various districts of 
Judah and Benjamin, see 2 Chron. 11:23. 
Their distresses were caused by their 
apostasy and straying from Jehovah. 

V. 6. “And nation was destroyed of 
nation, and city of city.” What is meant 
is perhaps that one tribe of Israel de- 
Stroyed another. When we stray from 
God we lose our unity as a people. It was 
thru God’s love that the middle wall or 
partition was broken down and indivia- 
uals were reconciled and made one in 
Christ. While in conflict they destroyed 
their cities and towns. “Wor God did vex 
them with all adversity.” As they were 
adverse to Him even so was He adverse 
to them. He had previously warned them 
that if they walxed contrary to Him He 
would walk contrary 10 them, Lev. 26: 
21. 23, 27, 40. See also vv. 24, 41. 


ASA IS ENCOURAGED 

Vv. 7. “Be ye strong therefore, and let 
not your hands be weak: for your work 
shall be rewarded.” We are not strong 
within ourselves only when we are with 
God and He is with us. We are command- 
ed to be strong in the power of His might, 
Eph. 6:10. Our hands must not be weak 


oppression, »r slack. They are to do the work of Je 
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hovah who teacheth our hands to war 
whether with the writer’s pen or paint- 
ing out the simple truths of the gospel. 
As God is the Rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek Him, Heb. 11:26, even so all 
our labors in Him will merit and shall 
be rewarded of Him. 

V. 8. “And when Asa heard these 
words.” That is, the words of this proph- 
ecy. “And prophecy of Oded the prophet.” 
The text should probably read, The 
prophecy of Azariah the son of Oded. “He 
took courage.” Instead of ignoring and 
disbelieving these prophecies he appro- 
priated them unto himself and was en- 
couraged thereby. Courage is greatly 
needed by leaders in time of reform and 
opposition. “And put away the abomina- 
ble idols out of all the land of Judah and 
Benjamin.” Courage was needed to stand 
up against his own temptation and to de- 
nounce the sins of his people. The man 
who is a great leader must take courage. 
“And out of the cities which he had taken 
from mount Ephraim.” That is, the ele 
vated region south of the northern king- 
dom. These cities were possibly first 
taken by his father Abijah, which had 
possibly to we retaken and confirmed by 
Asa, “And renewed the altar of the Lord, 
that was before the porch of the Lord.” 
That is, the great altar of the burnt of- 
fering in the court of the sanctuary of 
Solomon’s temple. The altar had to be re- 
paired which had fallen into ruin during 
Israel’s idolatry. 

V. 9. “And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin.” The two tribes left to Reho- 
boam. After ten tribes seceded to Jero- 
boam forming the northern kingdom. 
“And the strangers with them out of 
Ephraim and Manasseh.” Ephraim and 
Manasseh were the two tribes immediate- 
ly north of Judah, the land of Samaria in 
Christ’s day. These strangers were per- 
haps those who had strayed from the 
Jewish idea concerning religion. “And 
eut of Simeon.” Which dwelt in the *x- 
treme south of Palestine below Judah. 
“For they fell to him out of Israel in 
abundance.” By Israel is meant the 
northern division of the Israelites. 
“When they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him.” A man who moves and 
operates in the Spirit of God will have 
many friends and be followed by those 
who love God. The minister with and 
thru whom God works is alone capable 
of building up a church of great size or 
importance. 


CELEBRATION OF THE FEAST OF 
PENTECOST 

V. 10. “So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem.” The national capi- 
tal and religious center. The sacred city 
where the rites and ceremonies were in- 
stituted. As Palestine is the Holy of 
Holies of the whole universe, even so was 
Jerusalem the Holy of Holies of Pales- 
tine itself. “In the third month.” That js, 
Sivan, equivalent to our May or June. 
The feast of weeks began the sixth of the 
third month; possibly June is meant. It 
was the second of three religious yearly 
festivals which all Israelites were re- 
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quired to attend. This feast was equiva- 
lent to the day of Pentecost and was cele- 
brated fifty days after the feast of the 
firstfruits which was a type of the resur- 
rection. “In the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa.” As a leader Asa knew the 
necessity of observing Jehovah’s festi- 
vals because of their spiritual value as 
well as the benefit derived therefrom in 
consolidating the national spirit of His 
people. As they intermingled together 
they automatically bridged the possibili- 
ties of division. 

V. 11. “And they offered unto the 
Lord the same time, of the spoil which 
they had brought.” They offered upon the 
renewed altar of the spoil taken in battle 
with Zerah. “Seven hunared oxen and 
seven thousand sheep.” Sacrifices formed 
a valuable part of the Israelitish worship, 
not only foreshadowing the atonement 
but teaching the people to give gifts unto 
Jehovah. Our tithe and our offering is of 
untold value in our spiritual worship. 

V. 12. “And they entered into a cove- 
nant.” The words of the covenant are 
vitally precious to the Christian believer 
which confirms the negotiated principie 
of redemption between him and his Go. 
Our Bible contains the old and new cove- 
nant or Testament. The Old Testament 
contains the Abrahamic covenant made 
between God and the Israelites while 
the New Testament contains that made 
between the entire creation of mankind. 
“To seek the Lord God of their fathers.” 
This covenant embraced all the provision 
and blessing of all former covenants. 
“With all their heart and with all their 
soul.” As it had been comp!lete on Je- 
hovah’s part, even so must it be complete 
on the part of His creatures.
